IT ÎS particularly Kratifying to find that 
tho plan.s for administration in the new 
Doiijcla.s Hall of residence are to be left 
as far as possible in the hand.s of students 
themselves. SIcGill is noted far and wide 
br the unusual amount^pf^sdf government 
îrijoyed by its undergraiduates. Since 1908 
tlie student.^' Executive Council at McGill 
has carried on without interference from 
above, and a.<î a i-esult has assumed a great 
deal of responsibility which it has carried 
Avell. 

Hence the plan of i^emitting the stu- 
dents' committee in Douglas Hall to organ- 
ize the discipline will not be new to McGill 
men and the idea should prove very accept- 
able. 

By placinp this resiwnsibility in the 
hands of elected representatives the re- 
sultant administration will be welcomed 
jjy the students as their own, and not as 
a plan enforced from above which may 
become irksome and rigid under changing 
conditions. 

We also note that the New Hall will be 
complete with kitchenettes for the use of 
the residents. Nothing is more conducive 
to pockI fellowship than a cup of hot 
ch^c'ilate and .^onie toa.st in the small hours 
of the morninfr. That is being provided 
for is an idication of the spirit in which 
the whole hall will be managed. 

The \y]K of man produced by any in- 
stituiion de])5nds on the type of leader in 
that institution. We hope that when 
Douglas Hall opens its doors in the fall of 
this year there will be an adequate supply 
of the right type of man to first occupy 
the various rooms and to .start the "tradi- 
tion". Equally important is the .staff which 
will be chosen by the University to super- 
vise the new Hall. We await with interest- 
the appointment of the Warden. 

Do You Know McGill? 

DAILY hundreds of students wander non- 
chalantly down the Campu.s talking 
.shop and ]n*uninK themselves on their vast 
knowledge of Philo.sophy, Economics or 
what-have-you. But if these students were 
asked to sit down and write- an essay on 
their Alma ]\Iater, wheie would they be? 
In ignorant blis.s they j)ur,sue their four 
yeans or more at McGHI with only the 
barest knowledge of any of the faculties 
outside their own. Truly one might say 
that McGill is not without honour except 
on its own Campus. 

The McGill 3I'. (iical Museum i.s recog- 
nized as being one of the best on the North 
American continent, but it is more than 
probable that^ 50% of the students now 
attending McGill have never visited it. 
Furthermore, it is doubtful if 25% of these 
student.s who daily pass by the Itedpath 
Museum have taken enough time to go 
in of their own accord to examine the 
exhibits there. 

McGill is the centre of much valuable 
research work which is being carried out 
principally in the Depai-tments of Genetics 
and Endoci'inology. Yet few .students have 
any knowledge of the work which is being 
accomplished with the aid of these re- 
searches. 

Historically, McGill is a university of 
which it has much to be proud. A number 
of graduates have distinguished themselves 
in the internalional field, but few of them 
could bo r.amed by the avenij^c under- 
gi'aJurit'i of today. He goert to lectures, sitrt 
in tlie library for a limited number of 
Jiours each week, and participates in the 
occasional c!unpu.s activity. About the 
iprradual f^rowth of McGill, ho knows little 
rao!-e than Ih.ut a certain James McGill 
founded the colle/e "quitg a long time ago." 

Such ignorance about McGill as a college 
should not exist. If more time v/cre given 
to a study of the personalities and the 
equipment found at McGill and less to a 
knowledge of who's who along Hollywood 
row, the student would be a better educated 
man.

Thciio naUonu— Uorntatiy, 
Italy and Japan, art the countries which tiavo bold- 
ly committed acta of «geression In d«riano« of the 
lioainie of ^'atlons and of international troatlea to 
which they wore parlicH; they havs openly and 
repeatedly declared their iiitontlonB in rogarJ to war 
and tho use o( armed forco in maUiuir offecttv4 
their demands; they are ttio governments which, 
beyond all othorE, base thoir aystotnu and methodi, 
internally and «sternally, on foroo nnij Coercion In 
direct denial of all demooratic principles; and It Is 
their plans which menace tlw peace of tho world. 

In view of theao things It is Important to know 
as clearly as po.-islblo the Internal condition» and th« 
real strength of these countries. At* they In « 
po.xitlon to carry out tho policies they so brnienly 
propose? Are tho diplomatlau of Britain. Franco 
niid the Loafiue right In bowing to the threala and 
wishes of the Fascist countries to prevent the eut. 
break of war on a large ïcaleT Do they not rather 
by such a policy strensthcn tho demands of the 
apgrowofs and make moro Inevitable the precipita- 
tion of the conflngnition which they seek to prevent? 
Prom various aources of late has come Information 
which will help us to answer tWso questions by • 
botter knowledge of the actual condition of these 
three countries. Under the heading of "Fascist Bluff" 
the Nofrontier News Service has recently rcleaeed 
an illuminating despatch. 

"Hecent world events have been under the ahodotv 
of a constant thrcM of war by Kascl*t Italy and 
Ciormany. Mussolini and Hitler both glorify war and 
the democratic countries have recoiled before tho 
danger. Yel on closer antily.ïi» it would appear that 
there is a large element of bluff In Fascist belllBcr- 
ency.

The Myth of Italian Militariim 

"'J>HE Italian.^, for instance, have been leader» la 
modern strategy. General Douhct hoa had a 
?reat influence on war in tho air and General 
Vlscontl-Prasca on problems of infantry. Tot Italy'u 
actual uchievcments in both fields are rather, me- 
diocre. Its fleet of war planes la just average and 
Is sur]>assed both in quantity and quality by France. 
England, Uermany and the Sovietf, Its operation 
oven against defenceless Ethiopia, was severely 
criticized by foreign experts. As to infanti^, the 
Duct's army lacks .any real offensive power. It is 
wmW in liea\-j' artillery, heavy tanks and In 
mechanlieed reserve. Only in light tanks is It woU 
organised,

"I^JOUE important, however, t'\an txlsiln;; war 
machineis is the problem of réserves. And 
there Is Italy's greatest weakness, During tho 
World War, 11 produced an Imposing amount of 
planes, cannons, machine guns and rlHes, but tho 
raw muicrlals for this was furnished by tho Allies. 
Of war-tlmo raw materials, Italy ha.s only aluminum, 
li.'.'id and zinc in sufficient quantities. Coal, copper, 
nickel, petroleum, tin, tungsten, and ':hromium aro 
alpiost complotoly Licking, while only a traction of 
the nvedcd iron ore and manganese Is available, 

"In view of that natural deficiency It becomes 
highly imporiaiii when th« German Institut fur 
Konjunkturforsciiung declares that tho Btbtopian 
War used up all of Italy's reserves In raw materials 
:ind that aht Ik unable to replace them without 
foreign aid. Mortover, . Italy's finances wore ao 
dfciiiijrallzc'i by her African war that extensive pur- 
chasts abroad have become very difficult,

"A** '""^ Germany, thu altuaUon is oven more 
revealing. KInonclally Hitler is at tho ond of 
Ilia roix. Gold réserves are at thii vanishing point. 
A tragic food «horlago has been revealed which has 
already brought war-tlmo registration for butter and 
futB, Wheat and ryu rcBervcs will bo exhausted by 
«pring. (Nol<;; theso facts, and moru, were con- 
firmed by b<iih Splvuk and Toller during their visits 
to Montreal laKt term.
